St, Louis, May 28.— TLo awful 
■weep of la«t nixht'a tornado is mar- 
ked today by a devastated dietrlot in 
tlie soiithwc^torn |i(irti<m of tho city 
bait a mile wide aad (our uiilcs loog 
With wrecked batldingst totterlDg 
walls, debris cli )ke(1 stroeti* and res- 
ouiog parties to tuU the ulury of ba- 
TM and death.

The eatiniatet of tbe number kill* 
ed vary from '20(1 to 5i)0, witb llie 
belief general that tbe latter tigures 
are BMrer correct, Omacr Wait 
said at 12:30 Itiat tlie death rat* la 
ttt. Loula would probably recoil SOO, 
•ad In Bad St. Loofai la wonld be as 
large. 

At police headqaarters the dead io 
St. r/)ois were estimated in St Loais 

at 2i)0 and in Kast Si. T.ouis ai 200. 
Kxtra editions of tbe local papers 
place tho total ioM ot life at ftOO or 

more. 

The atorm left its path littered 
wHh dead and dTing, and patrol wa- 
gons, auiUulancea and iuvlcrt:>i<iT8' 
oars were busy all day carrying the 
identifled dead to their hunc*. and 
homes Of relatives and friends, or 
leaving the uoidentitted dead witb 
the city morgue anthorlttee. The 
proparly l)n \u Icrnlii', viirio n cn\\- 
mates ran^'ug from 110,000,0 0 to 
$30,000,000. 

The storm which wrought this ha- 
voc was a most prcollar one, and 
icarcoly two people In all the city 
agree ii to juil liow llie ilaiii'ij^o was 
doue. Tlio wind teemed to t-.Uie the 
form 0* a tornado, rather than that 
ot aeydone, tbe wreclced buildings 
showiog none ot the twisted iron and 
girders which nsnslly mark the ttaik 
of a rotary wind storm. Tlic general 
trend was from southwest to north- 
east, the oeater ot the bosinees part 
ot the city lying about a mile aorta 
of the storm'a path. 

Tbe fury of tbe elemente waa bom 
within the city limits. In tbe west 
tbe thunder atorm developed, The 
darly mutte rings Indicated nothing 
more alariniQi; thin u downpour with 
the electrical aucompauiuients. This 
rain cloud came up very slowly at 
first from the Weat, beyond Koreet 
Park. 

Ab-the black rim mounted higher 
above tbe horizon its arc einltriu cc 
more territory to the north aud south 
A atrong wind from tbe eaat began 
to blow right in the face of tbe storm 
It was a low current, it raised the 
rain cloud and brought it forward 
faster and faster. Suddenly tbe wind 
■topped blowing from tbe west, and 
•wept from the north we*^, a tertiSe 
gale, which made the etronfeet boll- 
dings quail. 

With the hnrricane, for that was 
tbe Bret ififn tbe storm took when It 
broke over tbe westerjL^oart ot the 
city, came a deluge of f|ip^ 96t a 
half hour tae hartlcane Uew from 
the northwest. 

Shortly after « o'clock, with tl-e 
■un mori than an hour above tie 
western boriaon, there settled upou 
tbe city clonde no deoae thet day lignt 
quickly gave piece to the darkness 
of nigbt. 

Crushed beneath falling walls, 
bui-lud ag iiust the aides of li iiMlngs 
■truci( by flying timber*, out by tbe 
■baUaccd gl >as, shoefcad by the net- 
work Of fallen wirvs, huin:uiity Buf- 
fered In ways Innumerable. The 
names ot all the Injured will never 
be known Kaou;^li wera recorded 
at tbe dispensaries last ul^ht to abow 
bow widespread were the timadoe's 
effects,

Xbe tornado twept tioin tbe north- 



east as far as the river, .wien witb a 
sudden inm t^ tha north it cleared 
the Misrieeipp^ river and tore \U way 
into tbe heart W Kast St. IjouIb. 

Une of the '^remarkable features 
waa the deatmotfen of a wing of tbe 
City Hospital, carj^ijc twi) hundred 
patients nad nna■H^^Vll^'in almck 
and killing bnt one pereon. 

The steamer Pittsburgh, of the 
Diamond Joe line, City of Vlcksburg 
and City of Providence, of the Oo- 
lumbltn Excursion Company, the 
Oity of Monroe of tbe Anchor Line, 
and all aorta of amsll craft wrro pit- 
died and to'^scd iil.niit until a li'ial 
l)last rent them from their mooringe. 
They were awept neros* the river and 
struck the Illinois bank a few l)li)cl<s 
of each other. The i-rs of life on 
tbeec Is thought to be slit^'it, and all 
Win; caiitioi.cMl ual Id j a3 they 
would be brought safely to Und. Tbe 
City of Viokebnrg !• almost a total 
wreck; tho City of I'rovidence was 
blown up the Illinois bank; her rud- 
der i<i gone, and oahia and amoke* 
stacks were blown away befoia ibe 
parted from her wharf. 

The 8t Louie and St. Paul Pack, 
ot C()in|)any'8 steamer S*. I'aii! Ii;»(l 
started foi Keokuk when tbe storm 
struck the mtr, tad haa not been 
heard of ; aha had a cabin fall of<|Me 
sengers. 

Perhaps the most Impreeaive evi- 
dence of the storm's force is seen in 
itic wrench in tbe eastern end of tbe 
Kads bridge 

Tashurrica'C camewl cn the busi- 
neas portion of the city bad begun to 
send ita workers to their homes; ser. 
vice on almost all of the Htrcet rail- 
ways was suddenly suspended ; when 
night came soon after the premature 
darkening wrought by the cyclone, 
no electric iampa blaaed np. Tbe 
city was without traoeportatkm and 
willioul light 

Many thouaanda were miles from 
their homee. Tbe rain fell ateadlly 
at times. At other times in slantisg 
slieeta. A thousand electric Itgbta 
stood dark and daaolate, while men 
ind wiimrn toiled boOMWatf tbrongh 
ihe d»euihiag rain. 

Toe cyclone left St Louis almoit 
at tlie iu !rv^'y of I'n; ll i u m. U'ii'uin 
i fcv minutes kft^r the cyclone had 
sient its fury flrea broke oat all ever 
the city. 

Alarms wero aonaded, but In most 
cases tbey wero aonnded in vain, a<) 
the fire engine honsee could not be 
communicated with. An4 even wbe u 
> he alarm waa glvhn the fire appara- 
tus had to piek its way through the 
b Inding caIn, among meahea of tan- 
gled live wirea, to the •oene of tbe 
blaze. 

In many instances tbe engines were 
brought in a round about way, only 
to Qnd the water plugs useless when 
tlie fire was reached. The ram help- 
ed materially to iiucnch the fires, and 
at midnight all the fires t&at broke 
oat early Ui tbe evening were report- 
ed out or under control. 

Firemen patrolled tho city with 
l^nterus all nigbt. 

Laid ont on Improvissd slabs com

Une ot tbe moet notable features 
of the past' fifty fears has been tbe 
holding of great Industrial oxpoai- 
tions in various countries of the earth 
Kngiand, France, Austria, and the 
United States have v{e<i with one 
another in the magnitode apdattrac- 
tlveness of these industrial shown, 
the palm for the prescLt being unan- 
imously awarded to our own country 
on acooont of the surpassing Chicago 
exposition. 

It will bo news to iMUiy, however, 
to learn that the United Bta'.«e Gov^ 
emment has invooted here la Weeh- 
ington nearly Ave tunes as mwdi mo. 
ney iu its •■mnning plaat" as waa 
nv] Hired to carry throiq(h the great 
Chicago affair. 

It haa created what might be re- 
garded as a permanent ezpoaitlon ot 
great interest. The exposition l iiil 
dings arn all fire proof, being made 
of iMurble or granite Instead of board 
OOVtred with •'staff." as were the 
Chicago buildings, and within these 
buildings are collected art works, II. 
brarier, models and records. Nearly 
all ot tho Oovernmeot buildings are 
crowded aad there ia a coaetaat call 
for more room. 

Tbe arts and manufactures build- 
ings at Chicago, tho largest of the 
exposition buildings, cost only about 
million dollars to construct, Jn 
Washington there are a anmber of 
buildings which ooetaaeh more than 
tha*. 

Tho most costly of all, ot course, 
is tho Capitol, the pride of the na- 
tion. This building bas cost about 
:>, 000,000. It shelters both bran, 
ches of Congress and the Supremo 
Court. For many j'ears it haa also 
contained tbeenormone Oongreaaion- 
al Library, the largest rollection of 
books in tbe country. 

Tho next most expensive building 
is that occupied by tbe State, Wa , 
and Navy Departments, which cott 
t8, 000,000. TheSteta Department 
oontaloa much of intereat. It ia tbe 
costrdian of all laws and state papers 
having charge, among other thing*, 
of I'ld origin<l Declaration of lo'ie- 
peiileneo. la the War and Navy 
Acctioui of tbe building tbe visitor 
will sue modcU of battle ships, forts, 
caunon and wax Ggurua clothed witb 
uniforms ot alt branches of the ser- 
vice from earliest times. 

Tho Treasury building c3st about 
17,600,000. In it tbe printing of all 
paper monev is completed by adding 
the seal, and all old money is redee- 
med and destroyed. Here are found 
tbe headquarters of tbe lite saving 
bureau, ligbtboose bureau, secret 
service bureau, secret service bureau 
etc. Kich witb ita own private mu- 
seum aud educational exhibit. 

Tuo Congressional Library build- 
ing oost $6,000,000. Tbe books are 
being moved in at tbe present time 
from tbe Capitol. This building Is 
without tho slightest doubt tbe mott 
magniflcent and convenient ever con- 
structed for tbe porpoee. It occu- 
pies an entire square, contains nine 
open courts, and has ■ doms covered 
with pure gold, It can hold 4. 000. • 
books. 

Tbe Patent Ollloe cost $-1,000,000, 
mostly received in tho form of fees 
from inventors. It has charge of 
nearly a quarter of a million models 
and attracta many visitors. Ia it are 
atored ooplea of all pateats ever is- 
sued. These are kept on sale at a 
iiiiirorm price of ton cents each

( of the liir^'est frdght steam' 
that ever entered the port of 
York is now loading at Doit's 
Itriiiiklyn,' gays the New York Ti 
une. ller name is tbe Westmeath, 
and she is aa Englieh stsaaser, In^t 
to carry grain, provisions and gin- 
eral merchandise to tbe British oo|i>- 
nies. > 

Tlii4 great freight steamer was biAlt 
iu IW'). Her length is 4ii5 ieet; sae 
haa •')(> feet beam and ',i4 feet depth cf 
hold. She has three triple expansion 
engines, and when sailing without a 
cargo she useM water ballast, and witb 
this ballast has just crossed in elsren 
diys. The Westmeath bas just coroe 
from Australid, and on her next trip 
will round the cape of Good IIopo, 
This boat was built solely ior tr^igli i , 
and her j,'t, :i! k ngtli aud width allow 
her to carry an immense cargo. 8he 
has no regular route but is simply an 
enormous "tramp" steamer; her dead 
weight capacity is }0,260 tons, aad 
sho can cany 400,000 hnsMi grain; 
she in now taking on a carso of .350, 
(K)0 budlieU of white ccro,. which will 
be carried in bags of 200 poaadi eneh 
Besides this immense cargo ol oora, 
the Westmeath Is being loaded with 
general I merchandise, consisting of 
canned m^ats aud stoves, ranges, mi- 
ning iiiachiiiery, artificial ice maelUDS 
an I it'll H irts ot things for the Sjuth 
African colouiei>. 

With these colonies the Americsn 
trail*' has inert iiud tenfold in the last 
two J ear*, and now this steamer is 
about to take the largest cargo over 
sliipped tliere from the United States. 
The iiio.'nlicrd of the Produce Ex- 
change are vor< much interes t e d fat 
this ttoainer, and Ili iiry D. McCord, 
the President <>1 l!if Exchange, is 
loading \\vr. 'I'lu' vabtuess of her 
cargo may be realised when one con- 
sideiti that she will carry 21,000,000 
pounds of corn, wuich required ten 
thousand acres of land to raise. This 
corn is »old to the Kaffirs, who grind 
it into meal in hand mortars. Tbe 
Weatmtiath is only one of a number 
of steamers loaded recently with corn 
and wheat for tbe Soath African 
trade.

The Kite, in which en- 
gineer Ptary ha.s made six succesiiful 
northern voyages, having been char- 
tered to leave Ht .lobns for tbe Davis 
straitji June 1 on a whaling cruise, 
will not be avtalable, and her place 
will be fupplied by a larger and more 
comfbrtable steamer, fVom the New- 
foundland sailing Heet. 

Fn>m Gape Breton the course north 
ward will bo along thaLabrador coast 
as the conditions of ice may permit; 
then crossiog Davis straits to tbe 
Greenhud coast, stops will be made 
at (lothaab and GlodhaTSB, aad pos- 
sibly Upemavik. 

Psarywlll pash fbrward with all 
practicable speed to accomplish the 
main object, tbe obtaining of tbe im- 
mense mstSufile, the brgest in the 
world, which hut year lie discovered 
and landed not far from Cape York. 
With this object secured, the course 
will belaid southwest asross Melville, 
l>ay to Uodhaven, where a caH will 
bo made on tbe return to embark any 
ot the phitr Wha may have awaited 
the ship there. Ooming south, an at 
tempt will be made to penetrate the 
Hudson straits, and if possible exam 
ine snsM valnable mining prospects 
which have b^en reported in an unin 
habited place on the north shore. A 
call may a'so be snido at the Lebrado 
ports, if circumstances favor, and 
while the ship is absent Engineer 
Peary may go north of Cape York to 
his former headquarters atlaj^eld 
gulf. 

The ecienlilic party from Cornell 
lluiversity, headed by I'rof. Ualph o 
Tarr, of the department of geology, 
will embark on the steamer, leaving 
bar at some point in Qreenland for 
soieatide fl«Id wore dnrinit herab- 
SHiee la the north. Prof. Burton, of 
the Bostoa institute of technology, is 
also ooatsmphiting a similar seleatifle 
field excursion, and one or two other 
passengers may be added to tbe party 
North of Gadhavea, however, Mr 
Plary will have only the Captain and 
crew of tbe steamer.

Htate Superintendent Davideoawas 
intrc>duoed to the Association, and 
bis appearaaoe was loudly applauded, 
and he was given an entai 
reception. Ha talked for a short 
time ou "The Best Means of Enforc- 
ing School Law." He said the best 

means for enforcting the law was to 
make the people acquainted with the 
law. use all the means poaiUe to get 
the people to iinderatSAd the luw, get 
them thoroughly in sympathy with 
kw, and tha problem would, in 
great measure be solved. As a county 
superintendent he had found the 
couatpipsjsrijnluable ally ia this 
work; use its otrfamas ior explaining 
the IA*. BHstiea 82 of the law needed 
to be put before the people; there waa 
more in thia section thnnia any other. 
He laid tha eketkin of good traslees, 
men who would investiipite the law 
and do their dnty wonld aa^ inaolT- 
log the problem. 

He laid that be desired the teachers 
to regard him as their servant, that 
be waa ready at all timea to avist 
them ill every way poaaibU; that .' ha 
was one of them, not above them, 9ot 
their servant; bia heart was in fla 
work, that he was glad to see W^ 
tern Kentuoky pushing to the 
in tohool matters.

Mr; WillbMGolklasspoka oa the 

"Worst Boy in School." He said 
there was a way to luooessfuliy handle 
the worst boy in school, and that way 
was not always by the use of the rod;

There are 417 items of apiiropriation 
contained in this bill, and every part 
ut the country is repNMatod la tiM 
(lintribulion of its favors, 

"It directly appropriatas or pro- 
vides for the immodiate exponditare 
of nearly fourteen millionf of dollars 
for river and harbor work. This sum 
is in additioB to appropriations ooh- 
tained in another bill for similar pur 
poses amounlinf; to a little more than 
three millions of dollars, which have 
already been favo.-ably considered 
at the present session of tbe Con« 
t;re88. 

'■The result is, that tho contem- 
plated immediate expenditure for the 
objects mentioned amount to seven- 
teen millions of dollars. A more 
startling feature of this bill is its 
antborlaatlOB of ooatraeta for river 
and harbor work amounting to more 
than sixty two millions of dollars. 
Though tha payaisata of thasa oon- 
tracts are in mist l'uici so d'stribut- 
ed that tliey are to be met by future 
appropriatioBa, mom tbaa thraa mil- 
lions of dollara on thair account are 
included in tho dirsot appropriation 
abovo BMBtioaad. 

"Of tbe remainder noarly twenty 
millions of dollars will fall due dur- 
ing the fiscal joor andtng Jdaa 80ib, 

181)8, and also amounts somewhat 
less in the years immediately sue 
oaodlbg, A fair oon*r«ota of a like 
character, autho^iz^d under previous 
statutes, are still outstanding, and to 
meet paymsnt on these more than 
four millions of dollars must be ap- 
propriated in the immediate future. 

'If thertfora this bill bscones a 
law, the o))li<rfltion.') whioh wore im- 
posed on the Government, together 
with tha appioprlatioas oiada for im- 
mediate expenditure on account ef 
rivers and harbors, will amount to 
abont eightr millions of dollara; aor 
is this all.
